Although the total value of^ new 
buildings for homes in course of erec- 
tion or recently completed in Lower 
Merion and Narbcrth reaches an ap- 
proximate figure of $'A ,5 U u,U<jU , the ac- 
tual condition is that building has m 
no sense begun to move up, in the 
number of homos, toward the needs of 
the Main Line communities included in 
the district. 

The largest amount of building is 
in the Merion district, with Cynwyd 
and Narbcrth next. There is some in- 
teresting activity at Wynnewood also. 
But eliminating the houses building 
at Narberth, the others mentioned are 
all lar^e and expensive constructions 
for the' homes of wealthy individuals. 
They are not "building operations M in 
the accepted sense. 

Outside of fairly brisk development 
at Narberth, and' forty small houses 
under construction at Bryn Alawr, 
there is "nothing doing" in the rest 
of Lower Morion township. 

A fairly eomplete compilation ot 
building a'ctivities of this season brings 
The total to $:;,:W.V)iMi for Lower Mer- 
ion and Narberth, of which $:}io,0tH) 
represents the estimated value of home 
building now going on at Narberth. 

The balanc* — Lower Morion build- 
ing— is *2.iKiO,500, but *1,ihi0,OI)(> of 
this is applied to the erection at Lan- 
caster avenue and City Line, Over- 
brook, of a large apartment house on 
the Morris estate. 

This leaves *l.!MiM.50U; in round fig- 
ures s^.ouo.ooo. for the season's build- 
in*/ m Lower Merion. Tin* iigures <m 
which this estimate is based liave been 
compiled from real estate assessors 
reports. 

Before the war the annual construc- 
tion of new homes in Lower Aleriou 
approximated $1,500,000, at the _ costs 
existinrr at that time. The biggest 
vear was 1912, with *2,5(>0,000. Build- 
ing experts and real estate men believe 
that building costs today can be esti- 
mated at two-thirds over pre-war ug- 
ures, at the least, so that a normal 
building program in Lower Merion— 
which woubf not be enough— at pres- 
ent costs, would be $2,500,000, at least. 
Among important building develop- 
ments of the season arc: 

Five houses approximating $1U,0UU 
each on Avon road and six houses at 
about $12,500 each on Havcrford road, 
in Anthwyn Farms, between Narberth 
and Merion. 

Large brick apartment house at 
Avon and Haverford roads, Antlnvyn 
Farms, at about $40,000. under con- 
struction by William D. Smedlcy, who 
rontcmplates erection of another sim- 
ilar building on the adjoining prop- 
erty. 

Four bungalows on Avon road by 
the same builder at about $10,000 
each. 

William T, Harris is constructing 33 
houses averaging $5,500 in Brookhurst 
and Gordon avenues, just outside Nar- 
berth borough. 

Home of Frank and Lillian Snyder, 
Berkeley and Wynnewood roads, Mor- 
ion, stone house, not yet completed, will 
cost when finished about $45,000. 

Merbrook avenue, Morion, Walter H. 
Thomas, Donald Kilpatrick, Sydney E. 
Patton and John Graham, Jr., are erect- 
ing live houses averaging $16,500 on 
tract purchased from the Supplec es- 
tate and plan development of the whole 
property, which contains about 35 lots 
of good size. 

Merion avenue, below Sycamore 
avenue, Merion; Frank Seoburger is 
building for Prank R. Elliott a $30,000 
home. 

Adjoining the Elliott property Oscar 
T. Stager is building a similar home 
for himself.

Kever since the several letters of 
those of us who live in Narbrook Park 
we have been promised that we would 
have some relief from the existing con- 
dition of our roads, and that wc would 
have lights and the other conveniences 
for which we are taxed as residents of 
Narberth and for which we p:iy, but 
over which we seemingly have no con- 
trolling voice with the remainder of the 
citizens in the town. 

It is exceedingly aggravating' to us 
who have been forced to live with the 
inconveniences which are existing in 
this section, and this is an appeal to 
all who will read this to sec if public 
opinion at least will not force those in 
authority to take that action which is 
rightfully due, and in fact now long 
overdue. 

We seem to have plenty of advice, 
but no action. We are told that the 
reason there is no action is on account 
of personal differences between former 
members of the Park Committee and 
former or present members of the Town 
Council. Is this true? And if it is, 
do we have to sit by and see the prop- 
erty which we assisted in paying for 
and which was offered to the Borough 
of Narberth as a completed unit go to 
pieces before our eyes? 

These are leading questions, indeed, 
but no more so than seem to ho. re- 
quired to force someone to speak up 
ami tell us why we suffer for the short- 
comings of others. Our welcome into 
Narberth is, indeed, not one of which 
anyone can lie proud, when these mat- 
tors which affect but those i'ow of us 
who own property in the Park are con- 
sidered. 

If these were cheap houses, poorly 
erected, ami a detriment to tho town. 
the case would be different. But it is 
not so, for. on the contrary, the plan 
and design of every house must he ap- 
proved before it can be erected, assur- 
ing; only the highest class of building. 
And it is not possible to find in any 
community in the neighborhood of Phil- 
adelphia any such a delightful spot- 
new, alas, going rapidly to rack and 
ruin. 

Will someone not kindly loll us, there- 
fore, what is the real trouble? And 
cannot someone toll ,us what is neces- 
sary, so that matters can be nd usted 
as thev should he?

ARTlOfcK I. 

Name. The name of this organiza- 
tion shall be the Narberth Civic Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTlCIiK II. 

Object. The object of the Association 
shall be to improve ami beautify the 
horough and vicinity and to assist and 
cooperate with the .authorities in en- 
forcing- laws and ordinances relating 
thereto; to promote any project having 
for its purpose the betterment of the 
community as whole; to provide a 
means of acquiring ;ind disseminating 
information on any subject of general 
interest; and to foster and maintain a 
fraternal spirit among the people of our 
community. 

AKTJCLK III. 

Membership. All persons residing in 
this community are members and arc 
entitled to attend meetings of I he. .As- 
sociation and avail themselves of its 
benefits. 

AimCLK IV. 

Dues. The Manual dues of voting 
members shall be One Dollar ($1.00); 
of contributing members. Two Dollars 
'#12.011); of sustaining members, Five 
Dollars (£."», 00) or more; payable at tlio 
time application is received and annual- 
ly thereafter at the time of annual 
meeting. All paying members privi- 
leged to vote. 

ARTICLI-: V. 
* Officers. The officers of the Assoc ia* 
lion shall be composed of voting' mem- 
bers and shall consist of a President, 
three Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a 
Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, 
and a Board of Directors consisting of 
eighteen (IS) members.
